FOCUS SHIFTS TO SENATE NEGOTIATIONS AS THURSDAY DEBT DEADLINE LOOMS

A frantic day of legislative maneuvering end- 
ed in futility Tuesday for House Speaker John 
Boehner, as the most conservative members 
of the House refused to back his proposed 
compromise to end the standoff over the fed- 
eral budget. 

The failure leaves a bipartisan Senate plan 
negotiated by Majority Leader Harry Reid 
(D-Nev) and Minority Leader Mitch McCo- 
nnell (R-Ky) as the sole legislative way out of 
a stalemate that risks a U.S. default on its bills 
and huge economic disruptions. A bill that 
passed the Senate would receive Democratic 
support in the House, guaranteeing a major- 
ity if Boehner brings it to the floor. 

Shortly after House leaders officially called 
off a vote on their most recent plan, spokes- 
men for both Reid and McConnell said that 
Senate talks were resuming after a pause to 
allow Boehner (R-Ohio) a chance to get a bill 


through the House. 

“Senator Reid and Senator McConnell have 
re-engaged in negotiations and are optimis- 
tic that an agreement is within reach,” Reid 
spokesman Adam Jentleson said. 

Michael Brumas, McConnell’s spokesman, 
said the two have “decided to work toward a 
solution.” 

Democratic and Republican leaders in 
the Senate were discussing a deal to extend 
the government’s borrowing authority until 
Feb. 7 and quickly reopen federal agencies 
that have been closed since Oct. i, a Senate 
aide said. 

A Senate aide said lawmakers were discuss- 
ing ways to speed up the process so that the 
Republican-controlled House could get an 
opportunity to act before a Thursday deadline 
when the Treasury Department says it will 
bump up against its borrowing limit, risking 
the nation’s ability to pay bills and creditors. 


PRESIDENT OBAMA’S TAKE 

President Obama on Tuesday said the 
frantic stop-and-go effort in Congress to 
avoid a debt default and end a government 
shutdown is “a mess” as a gloomy mood 
descended over the White House. “My ex- 
pectation is that it does get solved, but we 
don’t have a lot of time,” Obama told WABC 
in New York. “So what I’m suggesting to 
congressional leaders is, let’s not do any 
posturing, let’s not try to save face, let’s not 
worry about politics, do what’s right.” 


“They are still working on the details be- 
tween Senators McConnell and Reid. We are 
making good progress,” said Dick Durbin of 
Illinois, the second-ranking Senate Demo- 
crat. 

Boehner tried twice on Tuesday to move 
a debt limit and government funding bill to 
the House floor for passage but failed to get 


enough support. 

Earlier, a key panel that was scheduled to 
debate the House bill postponed its meeting, 
according to a committee aide. The panel is 
normally the last step before legislation is sent 
to the House floor for debate and passage. 

“There are a lot of opinions about what di- 
rection to go. There have been no decisions 
about exactly what we will do,” Boehner said. 
“We’re going to continue to work with our 
members on both sides of the aisle to try to 
make sure that there is no issue of default, and 
to get our government reopened.” 

If Congress fails to reach a deal by Thurs- 
day, checks would likely go out on time for 
a short while for everyone from bondhold- 
ers to workers who are owed unemployment 
benefits. But analysts warn that a default on 
government obligations could quickly follow, 
potentially causing the U.S. financial sector to 
freeze up and threatening the global economy

SETS OFF ON HER NEW 
TOUR WITH A SPECIAL 
WOMAN IN MIND

If you Ve seen any of Margaret Cho’s stand- 
up, you know that she LOVES talking 
about her mother. Like, obsession level. 

On her 2001 tour, “Em The One That I 
Want,” she details a message her mom left 
on her answering machine.

... If you don’t pick up the phone ... that 
mean you gay Only gay ... screen call.”

Wilson and she had a quote where she said, “The 
character is the point, not my ego.” Do you feel like 
you kind of follow a similar mantra in your career? 

I guess so. I think that in general, it’s always, like if 
you’re a comedian, it’s about the joke or whatever, 
trying to make it funny or trying to make it real. 
There’s a bunch of different approaches people 
have, but in general, in comedy you’re better off 
serving the joke at hand. 

What’s one time you can think of when you’ve re- 
ally gone over the top and made the biggest fool 
of yourself that you possibly could?

You get 
outside of thinking, “Oh, I have to be pretty” ... I 
can also be a deceased leader of North Korea. 

So you’ve been to Chicago numerous 


times; what are some of your favorite things 
to do here? 

I don’t really ever get to hang out, I haven’t gotten 
to do that much there. This time I’m hoping I’ll 
have time to go see Wilco’s loft where they have all 
of their great {guitars}. ... I followed them a 
bunch when they did their American 
tour with Bob Dylan so I think I 
would like to see the guitars. I’m 
hoping there will be some Wilco 
presence at my show there. 

Now that California is going to be 
back doing gay marriages again, 
have you been performing any 
wedding ceremonies recently? 

No, but I’m going to. I have some plans 
to, and then also I would like to do them just 
everywhere; I want to do them all over. I have one 
of these universal ministry cards or whatever. 

Do you do them mostly for friends, or have you 
done them for fans and strangers too? 


I’ve done them for friends and for fans and for 
people I don’t know who happened to be there, 
and also just anybody who will ask me. I definitely 
try to get out and do it. 

Are there any that stand out in your mind as 
being particularly special? 

WeH, every time you do it— especially the 
couple that I did in San Francisco in city 
haU were reaUy quite amazing, and that 
was in 2004. We’ve been fighting for 
it for so long that it just reaUy means a 
lot when you can do it {in city hall}. 

So I just have one more question for 
you: Did you ever return “Beaver Fever” 
[an overdue rental porn]? 

I did. I think it was like I had to pay for it, I 
should have just bought it because I had to pay a 
lot of late fees, but yeah, I did return it. 

Was it worth keeping, or what? 

I don’t even think I watched it!

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Food Network host hits 
Chicago with Tricked Out’ 
magic-comedy show

He’s a TV show host by day who turns 
tricks at night. But no, this isn’t 33 -year- 
old Justin Willman’s dark secret. He 
started performing magic as a kid under 
the stage name his mother bestowed, 
Justin Kredible. 

He’s kept it up— but ditched the 
nickname— as an adult and, along with 
his gigs as the host of Food Network’s 
“Cupcake Wars,” “Halloween Wars” and 
“Last Cake Standing,” has continued 
to make magic with the likes of actor 
Hugh Jackman and filmmaker Kevin 
Smith on such programs as “The To- 
night Show with Jay Leno” and his own 
monthly sold-out shows in the back of 
an L.A. comics shop. 

He’s also performed at the White 
House, where he earned a stand- 
ing ovation led by President Obama. 
Now, he brings his magic and comedy 
tour “Tricked Out” to Chicago for one 
night.

About his show: “There will be a roller 
coaster of emotions with laughter and 
tears. And that’s just me backstage put- 
ting makeup on. The show will be fun. 
Expect a lot of crazy tricks: funny ones, 
stupid ones, scary ones, uber-mind- 
blowing ones. There’s tons of crowd 
participation, too, where audience 
members get to do the magic. Also, I 
may or may not strip at one point ... I’ll 
let you see for yourself 

Is there a theme? “It’s just about living 
in the moment— in 2013, going to see 
a live show and experiencing live en- 
tertainment with other people is kind 
of rare. Normally we get entertained 
by our smartphones in the palm of our 
hand. I go back to that a lot throughout 
the show and it has a nice magical pay- 
off in the end. But it’s a 21-plus show, 
so I get to do the show that I’d want 
to see myself; we don’t have to water 
it down for a family audience. And it’s 
such an intimate venue that it’s really

like a comedy club show, but a bunch of 
impossible stuff happens.” 

How a childhood bicycle accident 
led to a career: “I was really a little kid, 
riding my bike and wearing Roller- 
blades at the same time to impress 
some girls. Long story short, they 
ended up having to call an ambulance 
’cause there were bones sticking out of 
my arms. This magician came through 
Children’s Hospital in St. Louis. I was 
a captive audience, obviously So I got 
enthusiastic about magic. And my 
doctor just offhand mentioned, ‘You 
know, I never thought about this but 
card tricks would be good physical 
therapy. You should give that ago.’ 

That was all the nudge I needed and I 
got hooked.” 

On performing at the White House 
for the Obamas: “You know, it was 
alarmingly casual. Obviously, I had to 
go through crazy security to get in. 
They X-rayed every playing card, every 
cupcake I brought as a gift. But once I 
was in, it was just so casual. When I was 
in high school, I used to do shows at 
people’s houses for private parties and 
it reminded me of that. The President’s 
sitting three tables away and I’m just 
doing my show in his living room.” 

How he ended up as a Food Network 
host: “I was in the right place at the 
wrong time. I can’t cook; I’ve never 
baked a cupcake. But I was on ‘The 
Rachael Ray Show’ for years and 
obviously, she’s a chef ... So I think by 
having that in my past work, that was 
able to serve as enough food credibility 
to get hitched up as the ‘Cupcake Wars’ 

His own Halloween costume: “My 

girlfriend and I are going as Miley 
[Cyrus] and Robin Thicke. We thought 
of this idea right after [the VMA 
performance] and now I guarantee 
there’s gonna be Miley-and-Robins ev- 
erywhere. But people always say [she] 
looks a little bit like Miley Not that I 
get Robin Thicke, but I’ll grow out my 
facial hair a little bit. I think I can pull 
it off”

“My life has 
changed so funda- 
mentally” said the 
frontman, reached in 
mid- September on 

the eve of a sold-out 
gig at Shepherd’s Bush Empire in London. 
“It’s a very strange experience to go from 10 
years of nothing to eight months of every- 
thing you could have ever dreamed of” 

While the band’s rise, fueled by its sleek, 
self-titled debut, might appear meteoric from 
the outside, Healy and his mates have actually 
been making music together since they were 
teenagers in Manchester. He’s still adjusting 
to the intensity of the media spotlight that’s 
been thrust upon the crew. 

“To be honest, the whole fame thing is kind 
of Ibleepling our heads up a little bit,” said 
Healy, 24. “You’ve caught me at an interesting 
time. I was just looking at the line {outside 
Shepherd’s Bush] and it’s got me feeling a bit 
nostalgic.” 

With this as the backdrop, the singer dis- 
cussed the ’80s influences that bleed into 
The 1975’s polished, pop-rock sound, why 
he never felt an attachment to the bands so 
commonly associated with his hometown 
and the Chicago director whose films helped 
shape his life. 

You’ve spoken about how you spent your 
teenage years in Manchester having sex 
and doing drugs. I guess being in a band 
compietes the trinity. 

It’s the perfect cliche, isn’t it? There was a 
nice review in the Guardian that said this 
year has been “the delirious rise of Manches- 
ter’s heartbroken gutter-poet,” or something, 
and I thought that was a really nice way of

describing us. All of these songs seem to be 
of the rock ’n’ roll cliche, but they’re actually 
true, and there’s a lot of honesty and a lot of 
reality behind what could maybe be per- 
ceived as something with an agenda. People 
may think I’m trying to be a pop star. Maybe 
I just am one. 

Do you worry how that spotiight is going to 
affect the band moving forward? 

It’s definitely something I’ve thought about. 
I’d be naive to think the dynamic won’t 
change at all, because it has to.

I always 
have to word it very carefully so it’s like, 
“Yeah, our singles are ‘Chocolate,’ ‘The City’ 
and ‘Sex.’ ” I love the “Sex” and “The City” 
thing. We used to put the “and” on our set 
list; we’ve embraced it. “Chocolate,” “Girls,” 
“Sex” and “The City” {Bleeping} hell. It’s 
like, “C’mon girls, what more do you want?” I 
couldn’t be more subliminally flirting. 


It sounds iike you never connected with 
New Order or Joy Division or any of those 
other bands so commoniy associated with 
Manchester. 

I think it’s partially due to the fact that as a 
band we never found our geographical loca- 
tion a very inspiring thing. I wasn’t brought 
up in Manchester. I was born in London 
and brought up in the north of England in 
Newcastle and moved to Manchester when I 
was about ii. That tribalist adherence to the 
Manchester music scene didn’t really impact 
on me or the rest of the band. We were the 
one Manchester band who wasn’t wearing 
that Manchester badge of honor. There are 
certain records I love, and I actually lived

next door to {Joy Division/New Order bass- 
ist] Peter Hook, but they weren’t really an 
inspiration for our band. Manchester has 
enough heroes. They don’t need another 
gobshite frontman. 

The album has a strong ’80s influence. 

Are you drawn to any other aspect of the 
decade? The fashion? The film? 

I suppose so, but not necessarily in a nostal- 
gic way I think all of the John Hughes {and} 
Cameron Crowe movies are huge for me. 
They have this antiquated, romanticized 
view of youth. I was born towards the end of 
the ’80s, so that culturally spilled over into 
my childhood. I wanted to make a record 


that represented some of the great ’80s 
records like “So” by Peter Gabriel or “Grace- 
land” by Paul Simon. All of my favorite artists 
were at their peak in the ’80s: Michael Jack- 
son, Peter Gabriel, Paul Simon, Phil Collins. 

You mentioned John Hughes, and obviously 
he’s one of those Chicago icons. Do you have 
a favorite of his films? 

Oh, all of them for different reasons. The girl 
Pm currently dating looks exactly like Kelly 
LeBrock in “Weird Science,” and Pve told 
her that’s pretty much the reason we’re still 
together. So, yeah, I base my life around his 
movies.

‘THE EVIL DE AH’

Once in awhile, a movie slips under your radar. For about, oh, 20 years. In “Big- 
screen blind spot,” we sit down with those “classic” movies everybody but us has 
seen and give them the nostalgia critic treatment. 


Confession: I had never seen “The Evil 
Dead”— NOT the 2013 remake (That would 
have been relatively excusable, given how new 
it is). No, I had somehow failed to see the 
age-old horror-comedy classic from director 
Sam Raimi, which I’m told paved the way for 
basically every horror-comedy since then. 

For those who haven’t seen the movie: Five 
college kids go on a weekend getaway in a 
cabin in the woods they rented for a steal 
(wonder why?). They find an old book and 
a reel-to-reel tape recorder, which plays a 
recording of a professor translating ritual 
chants that unearths evil spirits from the for- 
est. Said evil spirits possess all but one of the 
people in the house. A lot of dismemberment 
happens, and a tree sexually assaults one of 
the college students. 

I wasn’t born when it debuted ... hut if I had 

been alive and watched it as a kid, I STILL 
don’t think I would have been scared. This 
flick was one of the cheesiest I’ve ever seen. I 
realize that’s what Raimi was going for, but it 
didn’t work for me. I give the scare factor on 
this a “2” on a scale of i to 5. 

Now: I hated this movie. I realize that by 
saying this. I’ll spark a lot of controversy 


because it seems everyone who HAS seen 
this movie and/or the entire trilogy has loved 
it. I should point out that I love horror mov- 
ies (I’ll watch “The Exorcist” or any Alfred 
Hitchcock movie any day of the week), and 
I love goofy movies (“Dumb and Dumber” is 
the cat’s meow), but when filmmakers try to 
do both?

Why? The acting. These people are dis- 
membering and killing their good friends 
yet never show a glimpse of remorse. They 
underact in that respect, and then overact in 
other scenes such as when Ash (Bruce Camp- 
bell) and his girlfriend, Linda (Betsy Baker), 
exchange awkward side eyes while trying to 
be romantic. I will say that Linda’s possessed 
performance was truly disturbing. It’s the 
only reason I didn’t give the movie a “i” on 
the scare factor. The plausibility— or should 
I say the non-plausibility?— is ridiculous. Tbu 
cannot tell me those people would have seen 
that creepy cabin in the woods and actually 
WANTED to stay there for a fun weekend 
getaway 

Only redeeming quality for me: The gore 
factor. It was pretty believable, like when 
Linda gets stabbed in the leg with a pencil.

Fresh wasabi: 
A rare find

It’s a rare sight to spot fresh wasabi root at 
sushi restaurants, an extravagant accoutre- 
ment at $ioo a pound and with a short shelf 
life. Besides, the majority of wasabi dolloped 
onto your plate— powdered, mixed with wa- 
ter-does the trick for most diners. 

Of the few places in Chicago that imports 
grated frozen wasabi root (Katsu, Sushi Dok- 
ku), even fewer ship it in fresh. One is Union 
Sushi & Barbecue Bar (230 W. Erie St. 312- 
662-4888) in River North, which charges $5 
but presents it tableside with an appearance 
from the chef 

Executive chef Worachai Thapthimkuna, 
whom everyone calls Chao, demonstrated. 
He peeled the plastic wrap off a stubby 
brownish-green rhizome and brought out an 


angel sharkskin grater with a brush made of 
bamboo bristles. 

Chao pestled the root, and a faint key lime 
cream began accumulating. He said shark- 
skin, with a round ridged surface, produces a 
smooth texture that metal graters can’t repli- 
cate. A minute later, he scraped the fresh was- 
abi with the bamboo brush onto a side dish. 
Once grated, Chao said the taste disappears if 
not consumed within 30 minutes. 

“With fresh wasabi, we suggest guests not 
mix it into soy sauce,” Chao said. “Just put 
the wasabi on top of the fish and taste it. Of 
course if you like, dip the fish in a little bit of 
soy sauce.” 

The first thing you realize upon tast- 
ing fresh wasabi is that standard powdered 
wasabi is concentrated to nuclear grade. The 


prominent flavor, if you can call it that, is the 
deep burn, with mustard lurking behind the 
fire. Eresh wasabi isn’t quite as hot, with the 
burn coming first, then a floral horseradish 
linger. If you’ve ever opened a can of wasabi 
peas, that smells like how fresh wasabi tastes 
—a rounded spiciness with a touch of sweet- 


ness. Because the powdered stuff could over- 
whelm the delicate fish, fresh grated wasabi 
is a much more appropriate pairing. But it’s 
rather subtle. 

So is subtlety worth $5? Like most edible 
extravagances in life, it should be indulged at 
least once in your life.
